"When the Carpenters play concerts they invite someone to be their opening act. In the 
' case of our last summer tour and Las Vegas, engagements we asked Neil Sedaka to open the 
show. It often happens in our business, not only with the Carpenters but also with 
, other headliners, that .the choice of' the opening act proves to be unsuitable for personal 
or other reasons. Under those circumstances the headliner has no option but to terminate 
the engagement of the opener. This was the situation in Las Vegas with Neil Sedaka. 

Please be, assured that we did NOT fire Neil Sedaka for doing too well. In fact, we 
were delighted that he was receiving a nice response from the audience. It was a result 
of other, circumstances of which he is totally aware that made it necessary for us to 
terminate his engagements. Since he has full knowledge of all of the background act, it 
is a disappointment to us that he has found, it necessary to make statements concerning 
the Las Vegas engagement to the press. Personally, the Las Vegas Sedaka issue is an old 
• matter and right now I .am 'much more concerned with Karen's health and writing new songs" 
Carpenters send sincere regrets to their very loyal fans in Japan for cancellation 
°f their Japanese tour because of Karen's illness. They also thank you for your’ sympa¬ 
thetic understanding and your deep concern for her health. She is slowly improving but 
has been prohibited by her physicians from all physical and professional activities until 
the end of October. Richard and Karen's boy-friend, Terry Ellis flew to Japan for a press 
conference and business meeting with the sponsors of the Japanese tour and Richard made 
a public -announcement to the Japanese people. Carpenters will return to Japan early next, 
spring. Many, many thanks from Karen for the cheerful get well cards and from Richard 
for the lovely birthday cards that they have received.

Richard, supported by King'Records 
personnel planned to play against Japanese Radio B.J.s but a downpour there drenched his 
good intentions. Of the six games played stateside, the Carpenters team.won all but one. 
They lost the first game to the Pine Knob All Stars; They put up a valiant'babtle,against 
D.J.s, Theater personnel and newsmen but went down in defeat ftftp 16. In Hartford, Com. 
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they, were the victors when they played, the Channel 3 TV Celebrities. The score was 
20 to 2. Games 3 and 4 were played in Warwick, Rhode Island. Carpenters won the first 
game 15 - 13 in 9. innings against WPRG -Radio Celebrities Pro Team. Determined to beat 
the Carpenters, Warwick fortified their team by ^adding former professional ball players 
and challenged them, to a second game. This was played in 105° heat; and at the end of the 
; first innihg. Carpenters had already scored 0. On Warwick's last up, with 2 outs,.: - 
Richard went back into the outfield and made a lucky crazy catch which ended the game. 

The score:' Carpenters 19 Warwick 11. Garden State was also host for 2 games. The first 
game was played against Garden State Newsmen & Celebrities from WNBC Radio and ABC - TV 
including some of the stars of "All .My Children"'. That score was IS - 8 in favor of 
Carpenters. They accepted the challenge of another team for a second game and won by 1 
point 13-12. This time they played the theater crew and the local Sheriff's deputies. 
All games were again played for the benefit of Lhe Cancer Society and were acknowledged 
with letters, certificates -c.r trophies. The summer tour was the most extensive and 
most exhausting one they've ever done, dating, from .April 3 to September 3 . In Toronto 
they did 5 shows in 3 days which left, no time for shopping or sight seeing.' Cubby turned 
another year older in Cuyahoga Falls so they bought him a birthday cake and then found 
he was on a diet and couldn't indulge. He didn't eat even a crumb of it. That's will¬ 
power!, In Pine Knob they managed to spend some time with old buddy Wes Jacobs who was 
part of the Carpenter- trio back in 6 f wand -' 66 .

John Bettis, 
the other half of the Carpenter/Bettis song writing team, joined them in Conn, and 
Richard took him on a Grand Tour of New Haven* Mom and Dad too, flew to Conn, and they 
all enjoyed visiting relatives and old friends, Mrs, Catello Guticello, the former 
Debbie Vaiuso, a New Haven schoolmate and close friend of Karen invited.them to dinner 
where they thoroughly ‘ enjoyed a good old fashione.d, home cooked Italian meal. Another 
old friend, Jim Anthony also paid them a visit. Jim was drummer for Carpenters several 
years ago. Karenfenjoyed a shopping spree with New Haven friends, patronizing some of 
the stores she remembered from her childhood., la Saratoga Springs, a devoted fan 
presented K & R with a huge, beautiful and very unusual cake. The unique decorations - 
all maje out of icing - were detailed pictures depicting titles of their hit records. 

The Carpenter logo and new silhouette, were in the center of the cake and all pictures 
looked as "though they had been done in oil with' a very fine brush. It was indeed a 
masterpiece and they were reluctant to cut it and min the beautiful pictures.
